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The petition to revive under 37 CFR 1.137(b) filed 09 August 2006 in the above-captioned 
application is hereby GRANTED as follows: 

Applicant's statement that "the entire delay in response to this action was unintentional as 
Applicant did timely file a response on March 13, 2006, however the response was still 
considered incorrect" is being interpreted to mean that the entire delay in providing a compliant 
Sequence Listing from the due date for providing a CRF version of the Sequence Listing until the 
filing of a grantable petition pursuant to this paragraph was unintentional.
